PRODUCTS FAIL TO MING BIO RETURNS

Many fanners who have ronslcnrd 
products to commission nuTclianls 
have cxperli'iic.'d troulile at one tiiip' 
or nnoilier ami Ikivp accii--i'(l the ndd- 
dletnan with unfair deniiiiL's. In some 
ensp.s. perhaps too often, there hnvp 
hci n betrayals irf tnM SB tkS PMt of 
city dealers, hat tM ttg tfMlMHMnBs 
attribnted ts tbs dMMlHiM kw l lii s 
nrc not the Hint 0t tk* iHiiMidkl. In 
nil contracts between prodneers and 
their aitents, the commission men, each 
party has certain rights and certain 
iliities and unless one of the parties 
pi rfornis all of his duties he has no 
rli:ht to lilanie tlie otlicr jiarty for 
failure to secure the best result*, says 
i1m' railed States depaiUaeut at agrl- 

eiiltnre. 

An example of how the commission 
merchant is sometimes falsely accused 
to told by s bnrenn of markets specl.'ii-

prodoets. Mnqr •( bis consignment 
deals were dtosppmutlng, be says, and 
it was easy to drop to the ranks of 
those who condemn before they in- 
vj-stlpite. Among the berries he pro- 
duced were a few of siuh iittnu tlve 
appearance and appedzlii),' flavor ilmt 
it was natural to believe that ship- 
ment of su'li fruit to the city mnriiet 
ou(!ht to be iiroliiiiMe, Tina^jiiie liis 
surprise nnd imiluiialion when his first 
Shipment of these superior berries was 
retiorted as "undesirable," and "soft" 
and "leaking." He determined to in- 
vestigate, made aaotbsr ablpBsnt. and 
arranged to k» fNMat Ikf gh nn- 
koowB, iriMB tfcs Ml* was Mde. He 
waa rtis to HMMft felg berries in the 
cltT msricet by ■ stsncil nnraber en 
each erntp. Hp was astonished to 
learn lliat, ho\v<>ver fine the berries 
niiyht have been when eaten fresh 
from the field, they were so soft nnd 
tc inler that they couhl not reach the 
iji:iri;i t In attractive eondillon. The 
couiiiiis-iiun man could not tie liianuMl 
for llie unfavorable sales which re- 
^nlie.l: and this experience taught the 
t:\;-\wr to raise varieties that were

Avoid Competing With Yourself. 

('lie prower vvlto pave great carp 
to lii> pa<l; had creali'd n sharp de- 
mand for his products, and his brand 
vias soupht by dl--iTlmltiallns buyers, 
.'^ilice lie feared that one loiiiinisslon 
iiiercliant would not be able to dis- 
pose of his entire crop to advantage, 
he divided bto dally ahlpoMnt anong 
four cwiwIiMlwi asa to tto.gune 
town. Not bsinc MtiaM with tko re- 
turns, ha vtalted the city and di*- 
coTSisd that the fonr dealer* to whom 
be was Shipping were located not only 
on the SUM street, but in the same 
storeroom. The shipper's funoy-pncUed 
liicts were on sale at four places, 
iiikI buyers were forcing the four 
deaiers lo comiiete. with a resultant 
cut in prices. Tiie fanner chanpid 
bis niell.od. shipped all of this product 
to one aueiit who could sot a fancy 
price for tiiis fancy pack, and there 
was no conipelitioii to destroy his 
niailiet.
